IN THE BREAKERS. 


It appears that on’ tlie afternoon of June 
5h when outa of Cape Mendocino, the f, g 
being very d nse, the steimer was found ta 
beam the br-skers and her course chang-d 
80 48 10 stand out to sea, and at that Moment 
the fog lifted so that the land could‘be se n. 
betore getting en ire y ont of the dangerous 
pl ‘ce the vessel siruck Upon & sunkea rock, 
which, according to tue reso!etious adopted 
by the pas-engers, was not indicated by any 
visible break upon the water, and an’ exami- 
nation was made by the Captain and ‘Ohief 
Engineer, who ‘ound that the ship was mak- 
ing no w fer, andthe courte wag again 
changed off the land. 

Shortly afterwa. ds, upon again rounding 
the pumps, it was discovered tbat the ship 
hand spraig heavy leak forward, ’ 

BEACHING THE STEAMER. 


Immediately after the discovery of this fact 
the’ Captsin’ prdered ail’ the forward 
psssengers eft) and éommenced shifting 
cargo aft also, when, finding the water 
Was gaining on the pumps and the ship 
Was setiliog by the he ad, the Captain 
stood along the shore with the view ef saving 
t.e ship in case the PaMmps ceidd gain on the 
leak.

When this was accomplishe}, Capt. Lyons 
dispatched Mr. Polk, the Purser, and Mr. O'- 
Conner, Wells, Fargo & Co.'s Messenger,: to | 
carry the intelligence of the di as-er t Eureka, 
They started on foot at ¢ o’clock p. m., and 
after traveling eight miles under the most try- 
ing difficulties succeeded in obtainirg horses 
With Which they proceeded to Fureka, a dis- 
tance of 75 miles, where they arrived at 3 
o'clock p. m., just im time to communicate 
with Capt. Sholl of the Steamer Pacific, who 
kindly proceeded at once to the relief of the 
steamer passeng*ra. . Great praise is given 
to the Purser and Mr. O'Conner for the timely 
and ucexpected aid proc :red through their 
efforts. 


IN CAMP ON THE BEACH. 


It wos found that the wreck was about 
twelve miles south of Point Gordé, near 
Spanish Flat—twenty-t#o miles from Cape 
Mendocino; and eighteen from Shelt r Cove, 
The -teamer was firmly. fised on a rock where 
she had been lifted by a large wave, and in 
sting, the rock went through the vessei’s 
bo tom and held her there, 

The passengvrs were divided up into gangs 
under. control of capable men, and the land- 
ing was effected withont any excitement or 
confusion, and the high sea running rendered 
the utmost care necesgary to prevent the 
boats being swan ped. 

When all had been snf. ly landed at the 
beach, which was covered with drift logs so 
that there was no lack of miterial for camp 
fires, (in fact 89 profuse were the materials 
that a fire brigade was erg:nized to ext n- 
guish the flames that had communicated to 
the logs end threatened a new disaster,) the | 
passengers organized a meeting at which they | 
had the fulluwing proce eding; :
